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Reportedly, Milovan Djilas, mesber of the Central Committee of the Tugc- 
slav Communist Party, tas privately informed professors and artists 
(undetermined) that they are to follow a line completely independent of 
politics in their work and experiments. Djilas declared that art and 
science could not be cubjected to political orientation, and the attempts 


of the Soviet Union t) do so had resulted in failure.
